“To assist in my work of building

of twenty men. I have to discharge 
men from.this force if incompetent. 
Some time ago my‘foreraan asked me 
if I took pains tojinquire into the 
personal 'habits of my men. On being 
answered in the negative, he surprised 
me by saying that the men I 
unable to do the delicate work’ of 
buildin’ invariably turned out to be 
smokers or drinkers. The set men, 
while able to do the rough work of 
farming, call budding and other deli- 
cate work, ‘‘putterinz’’ and have to 
give it up, owing to inability to con- 
centrate their nerve force. 

“Even men who smoke, one cigar a 
day cannot be trusted with some of 
the most delicate work.
